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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments have not been found 
persuasive. Codama renders obvious a device comprising perylene dopants in concentrations described as "non-luminescent" by 
applicants. Codama is deemed to teach devices comprising the same components as applicant and accordingly, any properties exhibited 
by those same components are considered the same as those disclosed by applicant. In addition, applicant's arguments regarding the 35
